The Granite City Army Depot in mid¬ 
summer 1967 has come a long way since being 
first planned in 1917 and created in 1942. Part of 
the U. S. Army Materiel Command for the past 
five years, the 977-acre base supplies and main¬ 
tains stock valued at $999,000,000 and trains 
both active-duty soldiers and reservists, the latter 
numbering 3000 this year. 

Utilizing 262 buildings, 23 miles of paved roads 
and 29 miles of railroads, the civilian work force 
of I 750 aids Col. Charles £. Hoskin III. command¬ 
ing officer, and his staff in carrying out a variety of 
missions vital to the nation's defense. Valued at 
over $23 million, the military installation has a 
$I2V^ miltion annual payroll and its yearly pur¬ 
chasing exceeds $25 million.

The New Rubes

"The discovery of a new product or the im¬ 
provement of an existing one." he wrote, "adds 
nothing to economic activity until markets are de- 
' veloped. Because management is fully aware of the 
availability of adverti.sing and other marketing 
tools, it goes ahead with large investments in re¬ 
search and development." 

The incentive to introduce these products is 
the profit to be derived from the development of 
mass markets. This is the job of advertising. 

In other words, it is advertising that made 
possible such things as color TV. stereo sound, 
permanent pre.s* Fabrics and a few thousand other 
things. It has done this by assuring manufacturers 
they could recover, through advertising, the money 
invested in their research and development. 

And this flood of new products, in turn, has 
meant new factories, new jobs, new industries. 

It's something the ivy-decked Rubes keep for¬ 
getting. 

What manufacturer would spend millions to 
develop a new product if he then had to ask a 
Washington bureaucrat for permission to adver-

SlU to Survey 
Inland Ports 

A $25,000 federal contract to 
conduct an initial nationwide 
survey of inland waterway port 
and terminal facilities has been 
awarded the Transportation In¬ 
stitute of Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity. Funds are provided by 
the Maritime Administration. 
U.S. Department of Commerce. 

The iO-month study will be 
the most comprehensive of its 
kind yet undertaken. Alexander 
R. MacMillan, Transportation In¬ 
stitute director, said. 

Waterways involved in the sur¬ 
vey will include the Mississippi, 
Missouri and Ohio rivers and the 
Illinois Waterway in the Mid¬ 
west; the Arkansas and Tennes¬ 
see rivers in the lower Midwest: 
the Mobile, Warrior, Apalachi¬ 
cola, Chattahoochee and Flint 
rivers in the South: the Hudson 
River-N.Y. State Barge Canal in 
the East; and the Sacramento, 
San Joaquin and Columbia rivers 
in the West. 

Data to be compiled will deal 
with port organizatiMi and facili¬ 
ties, terminal rates, charges and 
services, and major import and 
export commodities of each port. 
It also will involve a series of 
comparisons of rail, barge and 
truck rates between representa¬ 
tive major ports on each watei^ 
way and the ocean ports which 
they serve. 

Studies will be made of the 
average time of movement of 
' barge tows between inland and 
ocean pons. The Transportation 
' Institute will draw heavily upon 
' resources of a number of SIU 
' departments, such as the depart¬ 
ment of agricultural industries, 

' geography department and office 
• of research and projects.
